P uaaai Pcaevrully Away.

Btotea, diad at lia home in this city at 
8:80 o'olcck Wadaesday night Since 
Tneeday morning he gradiwlly coIIaiMed 
and when death came the change 
was hardly noticeable.

James Schuinix her, 
the only child now living, and her 
husband and non, and two great grand- 
children, and Mr. Thomas C. M<'ore 
and his son.

Spinner was iHirn in New York 
state ill !S !•>. His father -wan a clergy- 
man and the ca.-<hier of the Mohawk 
Vallev bank for twenty years. He 
gave hiM son a das icjtl education. He 
leiinied several trailes and then ein- 
b:,r";ed as a merchant. He was ap- 
p 'lnt 'd and held resiionsible iwsitionsm 
the Vew York custom house from lH4r) 
to iSV). Tb" was elected to the Thirty- 
fo\i:th coiiKress as an snti-slavery Dem- 
ocrat, an I re-elected to the Thirty-fifth 
and Thirty-si > ft congresses, though he 
wan elected to the latter as a Bepubli- 
caii. On March 10. IStll, Prsaldant Lin> 
coin apiwintad him ttwasnrar of tha 
United Statss, sooa after which bis 
wondarfol antograph on tha paper 
mone ' becania a welcome visitor in the 
h luseholda of the land. This signattire . 
wtii( h we reprodnoa in fafratmlle, will 
always remsdn oaa of tha enlaaltwa of 

chirography.

A HAW AIIAN QUE STION 

Has Arisen aa the Besalt of Kalakaua's 

A'Ult to Thii Count I y. 

San Francisco, Jan. 1 - The visit to 
tills country of King Kalakaua, of the 
Hawaiian islands, wdl terminate sooner 
than was expected. I'be king's health 
has b.'en much im[iiii\el since his ;ir- 
rivttl hero on the l' idled !~Uit<'s flagship 
Charleston wnne time ago. and it is hi* 
int ntionto n turu to Honolulu on the 
Uharle ton during tbe first week in Jan- 
uary. Advices received here from Hon- 
olnlu indic.-tte that tiie recent departure 
of Kalakaua from that city on the 
Charleston gave rise to considerable 
comment on the part of resident British 
officials in Honoltdu, who legarded with 
disapproval the incident of Kalakaaa's 
accepting the courtesy of aa Americaa 
man-of-war. 

1 he origin of the recent publications 
in this country intimating that the ob- 
ject of Kalokana's vialt to America, 
was tcjr the purpose of opening nego- 
tiations for the sale of the Hawaiuui 
islands to the United States govem- 
nii nt. is attributed in this connection

It is thought that some of the fire from 
the first esplosion lemaiiied in the 
grotind and ignited the powder idaoad 
for the second one. It is thought that 
thie<.' of the inju'-ed men will die.
